“attaches to the meeting in 
Washington at theend of 
this weck between the three 
power Foreign Ministers is 
indicuted by the strength of 
the = British contingent. 
Nevertheless, it ‘Is somes 
what, misleading tor 
observers. to describe the 
forthcoming discussions aos 
a “Litde Bermuda.” Thera 
is no intention on the part 
of any of the participants 
to muke this conference o 
substitute for the meeting 
originally proposed between 
President Kisenhower, Sir 
Winston Churchill and the 
Premier of France, The 
decision to hold the Foreiga’ 
Ministers conversations 
“was, of course, a direct 
consequence of the enforced } 
postponment of the Bermuda 
talks, and in that sense the 
Washington meeting can be 
regarded aa oa preliminary 
to eventual top-level dis- 
cussions, although’ these 
now unlikely — te 
rrialise before Septem.

The Elsenhower Adminisira- 
tion announced today, ag its 
long-awaited mobilisation policy, 
a programme of industrial deve- 
lopment to :Support military 
operations on full wattime scale. 

The goal, as summarised by 
Mr Arthur S, Flemming, Director 
of the Office of-Defence Mo- 
Litisation, is “an industrial pos!- 
don, or plans for it, from which 
we could move rapidly to 
maximum rates of balanced out- 
put of war and war supporting 
groups.” 

Tho programme. generally 
reafirmed the “broad . mobillsa- 
tlon base” policy of the Truman 
Administration. ' > 

The statement had been ex- 
pected for weeks, during which 
industry’s interest grew’ because 
of the disclosure that the Secre- 
tary of -Defcrice, Mr Charles 
Wilson, preferred “a narrower’ 
industrial base for military pro- 
duction than the ‘Truman plans 
envisaged. ?

Reshuffle of the govern- 
ment and Communist Party 
in Hungary will soon be 
followed by similar changes 
in Czechoslovakia, Rumania, 
Bulgaria and other satellite 
countries, according to re- 
ports received here today 
from well informed sources 
in Budapest. : 

There could be little doubt 
that the changes in Hungary 
were ordered from Moscow, the 
Budapest sources sald. .

Mr Brook A. Bernacchi repre- 
sented the appellants — the 
defendants in the orlginal action

by Mr A. S, Ross. 


The senna seeds were originally 
stored in the defendants’ gozown

the godown marzent endorsed in 
dlank by the Victor Company. 


The plaintiffs claimed thot the 
fodown told Aho bags on behalf 
of Victor Company without 
reference to them. : 


The defendants maintained 
that at the request of Victor 
Company, they had obtained o 
release of the. goods from the 
Bank of China by. guarantecing 
payment of the Bank’s bill of 
$16,600 in respect of this, and 
when the Bank pressed for the 
money, the seed bags were sold. 


‘COUNSEL REPLIES 


Replying to Mr Bernacchi’s 
submissions, given yesterday, Mr 
McNeill told the Court that he 
agreed the-godown warrant was 
not o negotiable instrument and 
could not be regarded in Jaw a3 
a document of title. 

But the point at issue was 
that the defendants In_ the cir~ 
cumstances were obliged to 
hand over the goots to the 
plaintiffs. In the defendants’ 
own words, ha went on, the go- 
down warrant wos In effect o 
kind of delivery order. 

The plaintiffs therefore had a 
right to possession of the goods, 
because the defendants had fail- 
od to deliver the goods upon 
that delivery order in question. 
-_ As to the Victor Company, 
Counsel said the action before 
“the Court was- one in “which 
that company was not con- 
cerned. The firm was not a 
party to the matter. It was for 
this reason, he went on, that 
the. “Appeal Court had to con- 
sider the matter only betwoen 
tho plaintiffs: and defendants 
alone. 

Following further legal sub- 
misstons, Counsel in conclusion 
submitted thet the appeal must 
be dismissed on every ground 
brought up by the appellants, 
‘and that the judgment of Mr 
Justice Gould be confirmed.’
